drivers of heavy lorries think they 
are in the position of lords of the road. and 
that everybody else should clear off,” de- 
élared District Justice Goff at Dundalk Dis- 
trict Court last night, when he fined a motor 
driver £2 and suspended his licence for dan 
gerous driving. 

The case was one in which Robert 
McAlester, Jocelyn street, Dundalk. was 
charged by the Guards with reckless driving 
of a motor lorry on the road between Newry 
and Dundalk. 

A boy named Charles McDade, of Bess 
brook, stated that he and a companion, 
named Tonér, were cycling to Blackrock on a 
Sunday, and when they came near the cross. 
roads to Ravensdale they saw a motor lorry 
coming from Dundalk. He remarked to his 
companion that it was unusual to see a motor 
lorry on a Sunday. They were cycling close 


| to their own side of the road, and he was

slightly behind Toner. The next thing he 


| remembered was being taken up the steps of 


the hospital in Dundalk. He had no recollec 
tion of the lorry having hit him, but when he 
saw the lorry it was six yards away from 
him. 

A DENIAL. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Fisher, the 
bov denied that, while cvcling against the 
wind and up a gradient, he had placed his 
hand on the other boy's shoulder, and that 
this caused him to wobble on the bicycle. 
He had been eleven days in hospital. 

Robert McAlester, the driver of the lorry, 
said that as he was passing the boys he saw 
one of the lads put his hand on the other. and 
then he saw McDade go into the middle of 
the road and strike the spare wheel carrier. 
He pulled up the lorry in ten yards, and had 
the hoy removed in a passing motor car to 
the county infirmary. If the cyclist had not 
swerved into the middle of the road there 
would have been no accident. 

Two other railway employés who were in 
the lerry corroborated. One of them, Patrick 
Hardy, said that he had seen McDade push 
out his left hand towards Toner, and then 
pull the cvcle into the centre of the road with 
his right hand. 

JUSTICE’S VIEW. 

The Justice said that it was almost in- 
conceivable that such an accident could have 
occurred on a wide road, in broad daylight. 
and where the cyclists and thé motorists were 
in full view of each other for a considerable 
distance. Whoever was responsible had been 
guilty of gross negligence. The suggestion 
that the bovs. who had been cycling hehind 
one another, should have come abreast when 
the lorry was about to pass was contrary to 
all their usual experiences. There was gross 
negligence-on the part of the driver. He im- 
posed a fine of £2 on the driver, with 15s. 
expenses, and suspended his driving licence 
for two months,

| WATERFORD AND 
THE SHIPPING SLUMP 


IMPROVEMENTS AT THE 
PORT. 


By a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


HE fact, that during 1930 no fewer than 
T 1, ships entered the port shows 
that, in spite of the serious slump in 
shipping, Waterford’s harbour trade has been 
fuil maintained. 

'Fhis is the consummation of a progressive 
policy which has been pursned by the local 
Harbour Commissioners during recent years 
of carrying out reforms to cope with the 
chan in shipping tendencies. As Mr. 
A. A. Farrell, the general manager to the 
Commissioners, expressed it to me :—' We 
are constantly one out improvements ; 
not so much because of what we shall gain 
by having them as bécause of what we would 
lose by not having them.”’ 

The fact that vessels are now much larger 
than was the case a few years ago has created 

roblems for many ports, and the Waterford 

mmissioners discovered several years ago 
that they were losing trade owing to grain 
carrjers carrying consignments to áil 
merchanta being too heavy a draught to 
enter the harbour, To illustrate’ the 
tendency in shipping, Mr. Farrell showed 
me a photograph of the s.s. Monkseaton, 
which in 1883 brought to Waterford the 
largest cargo of wheat ever shipped up to 
so time from Baltimore, U.S.A.—3,000 

ns. 

“ That ship was regarded as a leviathan.” 
he Said, “and a tug-boat was em loyed to 
assist 1t up Waterford River. Fro-day a 
Steamer of 5,000 tons is considered small.”' 


THE CONCERETE WHARP. 

The first great scheme carried out by the 

was the build: of a reinforced 
concrete wharf, 300 feet long, to provide ac- 
commodation for Continental, general and 
bulk cargo trade, in order to abolish the 
practice of carrying cargo on men’s backs, 
or on trucks over over floating pontoons and 
stages. The wharf, which was named after 
Sir Henry. Forde, an ex-Chairman of the 
Board, was ae by President Cosgrave in 
December, 1929. The wharf cost £3,500, and 
it was equipped with a twenty-ton crane at 
a further cost of £3,500. 

“Shortly after the erection of the crane,” 
remarked Mr. Farrell, ‘‘we were notified 
that difficulties had arisen over the con- 
signment of a certain cargo from Liverpool 


to Waterford, because Waterford had no 
a of dealing with it. We pointed

out that the new crane would enable us to 
unload the cargo, but we were then told that 
a difficulty still existed, as Liverpool had no 
such crane. We suggested then that Liver- 
pool should be brought up to the standard 
of Waterford!”’ , 


DREDGING, SCHEME. 

The next improvement was a £10,000 
dredging scheme, to increase the depth of 
the Grain Elevator Berth at low water from 
twenty-two feet to twenty-five feet. While 
the Plant used for this operation was at 
Waterford complaints were received of three 
steamers striking the bottom at the Ford, a 
shallow portion of the river. 

Although large bulk cargo vessels, which 
spend several days discharging cargo, can 
accommodate their arrival and departure to 
the tides, general cargo and passenger 
steamers, which arrive and sail on the same 
day, must be able to travel on any state of 
tide. In order to maintdin the cross-Channel 
trade the Commissioners were consequently 
compelied to meét this situation, and, at a 
cost of £22,000 (which was regarded as excep- 
tionally favourable), the shallow was dredged 
from fourteen to eighteen feet. 

Another enterprising move wag the installa- 
tion of floating pontoons for the shipment of 
catile. Animals may thus be driven on to 
the boats without any of the difficulties 
which at other ports often results in them 
receiving injuries. 

“- Had not the Commissioners been alive to 
the necessity for keeping abreast of the 
times,’’ I was assured, ‘‘ the trade of the port 
could never have been maintained during the 
present industrial depression. As it is, we 
maintain twelve general cargo passenger 
steamers a. week, 

“Waterford is a small city, but a large 
port, and it intends to become larger.”

Bitter Waters. 


The lamentable summer of 1931 has been 
swept away in a crowning deluge which 
assures it a place in the annals of Dublin. 
We have become accustomed to inclement 
weather. but not for many years has the 
city suffered so greatly from the vagaries 
of the elements as she has suffered in the 
floods which now, happily, are in course 
of subsidence. Heavy rain began early 
on Thursday morning, and continued 
without cessation for more than twenty- 
four hours; and the drains and sewers 
were unable to cope with the abnormal 
rush of water. The tributaries of the 
Liffey overflowed their banks, and by the 
evening of that day most of the low-lying 
ground in the suburbs to the south and 
east of the city was submerged. Residents 
in the vicinity of the River Dodder were 
the worst sufferers, but their plight was by 
no means peculiar; for every hour of 
Thursday night and the following morn. 
ing brought fresh tidings of terror and 
dismay. At one time the village of 
Milltown was without a single inhabitant ; 
the occupants of many houses in Clontarf 
were in uneasy residence on their upper 
floors, and the Pembroke Town Hall 
sheltered more than thirty dispossessed 
At Bray the Dargle burst its 
banks, and five hundred persons have been 
driven from homes ~hich, as we fear, will 
be uninhabitable for weeks. At Rathmines, 
although there is water everywhere, there 
is scarce a drop to drink; for a section 
of a water main has been swept away by 
the floods—the last grim jest, perhaps, of 
an ironic summer. Reports leave us in no 
doubt that the bill of costs will be formid- 
able. In many homes the structure and the 
furniture have undergone a test which 
they were not designed to withstand, and 
gardens have been blotted out by a layer 
of thick mud, left behind by the receding 
waters. Dublin, however, can find comfort 
in two circumstances. The hour of trial 
brought forth an army of willing helpers, 
and, as a result of their labours, no lives 
have been lost. In all the districts many 
louses which had escaped the floods were 
thrown open to receive the homeless, and 
public bodies and private citizens toiled 
incessantly to save life and property. The 
work of repair already has begun, but it 
will not be completed in a few days or 
even Meanwhile. there 
exists suffering which must be alleviated 
without delay.

During the whole time 
he had not seen a human being until the 
airman came, and even now, so far as we 
can gather, he shows no particular anxiety 
to change his solitary mode of life. 
Naturally he knows nothing of affairs out- 
side his own bailiwick, and was interested 
to learn from Mr. Norman that a war of 
considerable dimensions had _ occupied 
most of Europe from 1914 to 1918. = This 
news, as a matter of fact, has contrived to 
impair his splendid disdain of the world, 
and he has invited the airman to return. 
bringing with him a book on the subject. 
Apparently, therefore, the recluse, since he 
is resolved to remain, finds real content in 
his simple life; but we perceive one thing 
wanting in his Eden. It is involved in a 
request to Mr. Norman that, when he 
returns, he shall convey a supply of 
matches and tobacco. 


Dangers in Food. 


The question of food adulteration 
obtained wide prominence in England last 
year, and t+ latest report of ne Ministry 
of Health indicates how greatly this 
subject demands expert supervision. In all; 
156,515 samples of foods and drugs weré 
analysed during 1930, and of these speci- 
mens the number reported as adulterated 
or not up to standard amounted to 6,496, 
or 4.8 per cent. of the whole, as compared 
with 5.4 per cent. in the previous year. 
From 69,311 samples of milk 4,581 were

suffered. the. same fate; five samples of 


tea contained-iron filings, and were cast 
‘out according), while four samples were 


spoiled by extraneous mineral matter. A 
few interesting delinquencies are quoted, 
and we reproduce them in order to show 
the devious methods of the adulterator. 
An article described as “ rum and butter 
toffee’’ contained no butter, and a 
synthetic flavouring accounted for the 
rum. A “boric ointment,” analysed, 
proved to be nothing more than a weak 
soap jelly. Two samples of “ non- 
alcoholic’? wine sought to make profit for 
their manufacturers by an unusual means; 
for they actually contained more than 14 
| On the other hand, 
some professedly alcoholic drinks failed 
to pass the test. Two samples of beer 
were rejected on the ground that they 
had been contaminated with lead, and a 
sample of stout contained, in addition to 
the normal ingredients of stout, such an 
extraneous constituent as coal tar dis- 
infectant. Copper, moreover, was found 
i. a specimen of cider, in two samples of 
peas and in the gilded tips of certain 
‘ sweetmeat cigarettes.”

STRIKERS’ MASS ATTACKS ON 
BUILDINGS. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BARCELONA, .'riday. 

HOUGH the mysterious Svyndicalist 

leaders responsible for the strike 
which has paralysed this city for nearly 
two davs. and given it cver to mob law, 
vave way to the authorities’ resolute show 
of force this afternoon, and ordered a re- 
sumption of work, the situation is ex- 
tremely grave. 

Throughout the day the crackle of 
machine-gun and rifle fire, indicating 
fights between th: police and Communists. 
has heen heard in many par’. of the city 
but so far it has not been possible to com- 


pute the number of killed and wo “‘nded. 


THE CASUALTIES. 
Twenty dead bodies have been found, 


and many scores of injured have been 
treated at the hospitals, and by the first- 
aid detachments in thé streets. 

_Martial Jaw has not been declared. but 
Spanish bluejackets have been landed to 
protect the civil population. 

English and other fo eign visitors have. 
for the most part, discreetly remained in 
thei hotels. .

REPORTS IN MADRID.

MADKRit, Friday. 

Barcelona is still in the grip of a general 
strike, dictated by a mysterious committee 
of Syndicalists, who, by a simple order, 
have been able to paralyse the life of the 
city without the necessity of uttering a 
single threat or of committing an open act 
of coercion. 

Nobody knows the names of the members 
of the strike committee nor where the com- 
mittee meets. The workers only know that 


to disobey «the committee’s instructions 
would mean risking their lives. 

The members of the committee are 
known, however, to belong to the so-called 
Dealist Anarchist Federation, which is 
making a desperate bid to retain its 
present influence over the Syndicalist trade 
unions, which threatened earlier in the 
week to break away and adopt moderate 
tactics, 


LIGHTS OUT. 


Last night the difficulties of the troops 
and police to control the city were added 
to by the lack of gas, owing to the gas 
workers having joined the strikers. The 
soldiers, however, were able to maintain 
the electricity supply. 

The main thoroughfares were partially 
illuminated, and thus the terror of a night 
of total darkness was averted. Lack of gas 
also prevented the newspapers from being 
published. 

The Government has 
proclamation by wireless broadcast 
announcing that the police have been 
ordered to adopt the most rigorous 
measures against any persons found 
attempting to interfere with the distribu- 
tion of focd supplies. 

Some 15.000 gallons of milk were wasted 
vesterday because the strikers refused to 
allow its distribution, even in cases where 
sick people and young children were in- 
volved. 

Fears were entertained at an early hour 
this morning that the strike in Barcelona 
might spread to all parts of Catalonia.

of the Building Trade Union at Barcelona. 

Equipped with rifles, revolvers and un- 
limited ammunition, the strikers had held 
out against the besieging police and troops 
for nearly six hours, finally retreating to 
the roof. 

Only when the authorities rushed light 
artillery to the scene and threatened to 
bombard the building did the besieged 
come to their senses and finally agree to 
surrender. 

Just as they were being brought out to 
be taken to the Prefecture some of their 
number are alleged to have fired on the 
police, and in the resulting confusion 
sixteen out of forty made good their escape. 

The police returned the fire with the 
casualties mentioned.

SIR,—Í see in your account of yesterday's 
storm that it is ‘‘described by many old 
inhabitants as the heaviest in memory.’ It 
would be interesting to know exactly how it 
compares with the downpour of August 25th, 
1905. On that day the rainfall here amounted 
to 3.26 inches, while yesterday's was 2.89 
inches. My impression is that the storm of 
1905 was heavier in and south of the Bray 
district than in Dublin. 

It may be worth noting that our average 
rainfall for the month of September is 2.22 
inches, and for the whole vear 354 inches. In 
September, 1931, now ós davs old, we have 
had 4; inches of rain, while in the vear 1sdl 
we have so far had 32 inches, with the wettest

RESCUE 


GLASGOW STEAMER 
FOUNDERS. 

In the teeth of a howling gale off 
Land’s End yesterday three lifeboats, 
three steamers and a British warship 
searched for survivors of a coasting vessel 
that foundered in the heavy seas 

She was the ss. Opal (573 tons), belong- 
ing to William Robertson, of Glasgow, 
and bound from Antwerp to Cardiff with 
a cargo of maize. 

It was at first thought that the crew of 
eleven had perished, but nine of them 
and the solitary passenger had been 
picked up with difficulty by another 
steamer, and they were brought to Newlyn 
by the local lifeboat. Captain Campbell 
and Chief Engineer Daly were drowned. 

A message from H.M.S. Spey stated that 
the Opal foundered at 5.30 p.m. 

One of the crew, describing his ex- 
periences, said: ‘‘ The'cargo shifted about 
three in the afternoon, and the ship took 
a heavy list and began to drift. She was 
in such a precarious state by half-past 
four that we took to the lifeboats. 

‘* One of the boats was overturned three 
times, but on each occasion was righted 
by the crew. Just as we were about 
giving up hope another coasting steamer 
sighted us. She was the Wild Rose. . She 
threw out lifelines and eventually got us 
aboard. This was in Mount‘s Bay. 
Signals from the ship were made to the 
pilots at Newlyn, who brought us ashore.”’

The steamer St. Anthony, of Belfast, 
which Lloyd's Agent at Scarnish (Argyll) 
reports on the rocks at Balephetrish Bay, 
wes a small vessel owned by Mr. P.

TOBACCO DUTY 
POSSIBLE.

VERY tobacco firm in Great Britain 

has received official notice restricting 

its clearances of supplies of tobacco from 

bond. This seems to indicate that next 

week's emergency Budget may include an 
increased tax on tobacco. 

Inquiries yesterday revealed no instances 
of restrictions on the clearance of wines 
and spirits. 

The notice received by tobacco manufac- 
turers from the Board of Customs was 
issued on the instructions of the Treasury. 
It restricts clearances of tobacco from bond 
until Thursday next. A like notice was 
issued just before the Budget of last April. 
On that occasion new taxation was not im- 
posed, but tobacco manufacturers now do 
not expect a similar happy outcome. 

In 1929-1930 the revenue benefited by 
£62,.793,589 from tobacco taxation. The 
existing duty on cigarettes is roughly 3d. 
on a 6d. packet of ten, while that on 
tobacco is roughly 6$d. on an ounce, with 
higher duties on drier tobaccos. 

Vhen, in 1927, Mr. Churchill raised the 
tobacco duty from 8s. 2d. to 8s. 10d. on a 
pound, he fixed the preferential duty on 
Empire tobacco at ós. 9$d. a pound.

NAUTILUS 
REPORTS

All’s well on board the Polar submarine 
Nautilus, for which so much activity had 
been felt. 

After five days without news of her a 
wireless message from the intrepid Arctic 
undersea explorers has been received at 
Tromsoe, sending best greetings and 
Nautilus, for which so nuch anxiety had 
right. 

This welcome news comes from the wire- 
less station of the Meteorological Institute 
at Tromsoe, which got into communication 
with Sir Hubert Wilkins’s expedition at 
11 o'clock this evening. 

Whether the interruption of communica- 
tions was due to the explorers having 
undertaken their first experimental dive 
under the northern icefields is not yet 
stated. 

Farlier to-day arrangements were being 
made for seaplanes and sealers to help in 
the search for the Nautilus. All 
Norwegian wireless stations were on the 
alert for signals from the submarine, and 
wireless amateurs had been asked to 
notify at once to the authorities any call 
they might pick up. The Soviet Govern- 
ment had given similar instructions.

In a leading article The Times states 
to-day:—How disastrously the financial 
machinery of the world is out of gear was 
strikingly illustrated the other day, when, 
in order to effect an exchange of commodi- 
ties, the Brazilian Government and the 
Federal Farm Board of the United States 
had to resort to the primitive method of 
direct barter. They signed an agreement 
exchanging 1,050,000 bags of coffee for 
2,500,000 bushels of wheat. 

That method of meeting the situation is. 
at any rate, better than some of those 
which have been adopted. In Texas and 
Oklahoma the military took charge of the 
oil wells, not to prevent any interference 
with production, but to stop production, 
and in Kansas orders were given to stop 
production in specified areas. The cotton- 
growers of the Southern States were 
recently urged by the Federal Farm Board 
to destroy one-third of their crops, and 
though they indignantly rejected this sug. 
gestion, they themselves are sericusly con- 
sidering proposals to prohibit the growing, 
gathering or ginning of cotton next year.

LIBRARY INVADED BY 
WATER. 


The area between Ballsbridge and 
Donnybrook, which was the scene of the 
extensive flooding of the River Dodder on 
Thursday night, presented a. desolate 
scene vesterday, and attracted numerous 
crowds of spectators, many of whom came 
considerable distances in motor cars. At 
Ballsbridge the floods had subsided, bat 
the turgid flow. bearing with it branches 
of trees and other flotsam, effected little 
clearance between the top of the bridge 
arch and was in full spate all day. The 
Pembroke Library at the junction of 
Anglesea road with Merrion road was 
closed all day yesterday, as the floods had 
entered the ground floor, and some damage 
was done to the public reading room. 

The houses at the city side of Anglesea 
road still had the river lapping at the back 
doors. and in many cases the furniture of 
the back portions was seen to be stored in 
the front rooms. Merrion Cricket Club's 
grounds were transformed into an exten- 
sive lake of considerable depth, but the 
Anglesea (Club's hard courts were not 
affected. The low-lving fields of the 
Bective Rangers Club were no longer under 
water, but the areas which were flooded 
were covered with a deposit of river mud 
and stones. The courts of the tennis club 
were extensively,damaged, only one court 
escaping from the effects of flooding. 


A RELIEF FUND.

HOMELESS PEOPLE 
SHELTERED. 


The work of the Civic Guard is desery- 
ing Of the highest praise. Every man- 
‘those off duty and those on duty—of the 
Bray station turned out to lend a hand. 

The homeless people were first taken to 
the Town Hall, where they were supplied 
with hot coffee and soup, and all the 
available clothes that could be collected 
Was given to them, after which they were 
taken to the International Hotel (used 
during the War for wounded soldiers, and 
known as the Princess Patricia Hospital) 
to the Ravenswell Convent and the Little 
Flower Hall, where volunteers. both men 
and women, attended to the bodily com- 
fort of the unfortunate guests. 

THE STRICKEN AREA, 

Occupied mostly by people of the poorer 
class, the houses in Little Bray are small, 
and are built on the same level as the bed 
of the river. Between one and three 
o'clock in the morning, when the tide was 
full, it resembled a sea inlet on a stormy 
night rather than a part of terra firma 

Castle street, which is the main entrance 
to the town of Bray; Maitland street, 
Captain’s avenue, Back street, Dargan 
Street, and the adjoining lanes were the 
areas Which suffered most, and, though 
the residents of these places were warned 
to leave their houses some hours earlier 
than they were compelled to do, they 
waited, hoping for the best, until the doors 
Were swept in by the rushing waters. 

The "buses operating from Bray were 
placed at the disposal of the rescuers, and 
they did very valuable work. They drove 
through the floods, which were now about 
fonr feet deep, into the narrow laneways 
of the hamlet filled with the unfortunate 
people, and took them to one of the four 
shelters which had been arranged. 

Boats were also requisitioned. Superin- 
tendent McManus, with Mr. George 
(Childs, Assistant Scout Commissioner for 
County Wicklow, requisitioned the lorry 
owned by Mr. Brennan, and brought a 
boat from Bray Head. There were two 
other boats brought and, 
between them, they one 
hundred persons. 

RESCUE OF INFIRM WOMEN. 

Two old women, one of whom is very 
deaf and the other a cripple, would, un- 
doubtedly, have been drowned. but far 
Guard Monahan. One of them, Mrs 
Hefiernan, who is deaf, was in her house 
oblivious of the danger that threatened her, 
The Guard, knowiuz of her condition. 
tried the door, but all the knocking was 
in vain. Eventually he and another Guard 
had to break in the door. The woman 
was carried hy the Guard through four 
feet of water to a ‘bus. 

The other woman. was a confirmed 
cripple, living in Back street, and when 
the Guard went for her there were three 
feet of water in the kitchen. He also 
brought her on his back to safety. 

Another “find ” ofthe same Guard was 
a woman of 90 vears of age, who was in 
bed, and had to be carried from the 
house. 

Sergeants Sutton and Cooney and Guard 
McGonagle also did much rescue work. 

Superintendent McManus hed consider- 
able difficulty in rescuing another old 
woman who is badly afflicted with deafness. 
The house was locked. Receiving no answer 
to his knocking he tried the window. He 
succeeded in putting back the catch. but 
then found that the window was nailed 
to the frame. Eventually, with the aid 
of a Guard, he prised open the door. 


THE HOUSE OF DEATH. 

_ The next house visited by the Super- 
intendent was one in which an old woman 
who lived with her son was on the point 
of death. The sooner than disturb 
his mother, kept her in the house as lon 
as possible, but found the water rising 
rapidly. The Superintendent arrived just 
in time, removed the woman. and, placing 
her in his car, drove her to Loughlins- 
town Hospital. i 

An eve-witness, who was present at the 
flooding from the time that it became serious 
until the early hours of yesterday morning, 
told an Jrish Times venorter that it seemed 
to be far more than the disastr-us 
flooding which took place exactly twenty-five 
years ago,

VARTRY IN FLOOD. 


BRIDGES COLLAPSE. 


The River Vartry overflowed its banks in 
the neighbourhood of Ashford, County 
Wicklow, on Thursday night, and caused 
damage in the beautiful gardens of Mount 
Usher. Last night the river, still some eight 
feet higher than its ordinary level, was 
rushing through the gardens pt a rate of 50 
miles an hour, tumbling and roaring with 
the extraordinary weight of flood waters, 
Which in parts broadened it to more than 
twice the river's usual width. 

This heavy flood wore away the river banks 
in the night, and undermined the supports 
of two foot bridges. They collapsed and 
wholly disappeared beneath the Hood. They 
were light iron suspension bridges giving 
access from the main gardens to the island on 
which is Mount Usher; Mr. E. H. Walpole’s 
residence. The island was partially submerged, 
and the basement of the house covered with 
several inches of water. 

Fortunately the gardens, world-famed 
amongst horticulturists and the pride and 
pleasure of the Walpole family for generations, 
suffered little injury, Mr. and Mrs. E, Hi. 
Walpole, with their children, who were in 
residence at Mount Usher during the storm, 
left home yesterday for Killarney. 

Roadways in the vicinity of Mount Usher 
Gardens were inundated by the overflowing 
river on Friday morning, and vehicles and 
pedestrians were compelled to make a detour 
of six miles in order to regain the main road 
on their way to Dublin.

GREAT AREAS UNDER 
| “WATER. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

In a long experience of the country, under 
good and bad conditions, I have never seen 
such an extent of land under water as I did 
yesterday in the course of a journey from 
Mallow to Dublin. In times of abnormal rain- 
fall there are ceriain places where one expects 
to find this condition, notably in the vicinity 
of Buttevant and in the valley of the Barrow, 
chiefly hetween Portarlington and Monaster- 
Buttevant eppears to have escaped the 
damaging effects of the deluge, which 
saturated many parts of the country; but 
from Templemore, Co. Tipperary, right on to 
Inchicore, Co. Dublin, there is only too much 
evidence of the torrential rain which fell last 
Thursday. 

In North Tipperary and in Offaly, as well 
as in County Kildare, the field drains were 
quite unable to deal with the huge volume 
of water, by which they have been choked. 
Small rivers have swollen beyond nil 
recognition, and fields have been converted 
into lakes, where the rising ground forms 
small islands, with trees and hedges em- 
bedded in water. County § Kildare has 
suffeved more than usual, since areas far 
away from the Barrow are badly water- 
logged, with stocks of corn where they were 
placed preparatory to stacking and haycocks 
with their base under water. I saw one farm 
where several haycocks brought to what in 
a normal season would be a sheltered posi- 
tion flooded. 


A VAST LAKE. 

Between Kildare and Sallins the scene js 
most disheartening to the farmer, As far as 
cne can see from the railway, there a huge 
uke, or marsh, with occasional humps of 
land above the level of the water, while 
grain still on foot has been badly lodged and 
twisted. This will mean the employment of 
much hand labour when conditions are fair 
enough to resume harvesting operations. 
Low-lying pastures have been rendered al- 
most useless for the moment, and live stock 
could be noticed getting on to the grass 
where it was possible to get a bite of food. 
To make matters worse. a cold wind was 
Llowing where the animals shelter. 

There was also ample evidence of the 
Celuge in the flooded fields around Hazel- 
hatch and Celbridge, and on the railway line 
at Inchicore. : 

What promised to be a satisfactory harvest 
has been spoiled in many areas by this down- 
pour, corn already reaped and bound being in 
danger, while some has been badly “Jaid.’’ 
On top of this comes a potato crop which has 
been affected by blight, notwithstanding 
successive sprayings.. In County Cork oats 
have suffered badly from “rust,” wiliich 
means that the yield will be short. In other 
parts this is not so serious, but the crop looks 
like being a light one. Up to a few days ago 
roots looked fairly well, but saturated ground 
will not help them.

LOW GIRL’ 
IN LONDON

CORONER CALLS FOR 
POLICE INQUIRIES. 


Ingleby Oddie, yesterday adjourned an 
| inquest after sénsational evidence had 
keen given concerning the death of a 21-year- 
old Irish girl, named Annie Haughney. 

The girl fell from the window of a private 
hotel in Marylebone road, N.W., and was 
impaled on some railings. 

Mrs. Margaret Haughney, of Carlow, said 
thet her daughter came to London from 
Ireland to find a situation on July 21. 

A man who stayed at the hotel on the 
night of the tragedy asked that his name 
should not be made public, as it might affect 
his position. . The Coroner thereupon asked 
the Press not to mention the man’s name. 

The man, who gave an addréss at Kenton, 
Middlesex, stated that he and a woman friend 
went to the hotel about 2 a.m. and occupied 
a bedroom on the third floor, next to that 
occupied by Miss Haughney. 

He was aroused about 6 a.m. by shouts on 
the stairs and a frightened female voice. He 
went out on to the landing, amd then heard 
that Miss Haughney had fallen out of a 
window. . Looking into the street, he saw the 
girl impaled on some railings. 

wo policemen were outside, and called for 
him to come down. At the front door he met 
two men and the landlady. 


ALLEGED THREATS. 

“ When 1 attempted to open the door,’” he 
said, ‘‘ one of the men said:—‘ If you don’t 
vo back again up those -——— stairs, 1 will 
knock your —— head off.” 

The two men afterwards came up to his 
room, and one'of them said :—' Keep inside 
and say hothing.’’ 

Mrs. Dorit’ A. Black said that she was part 
ewner of the hotel. Miss Haughney came 
there.on July 21, and engaged a single bed- 
room. The next morning she found that the 
girl had fallen out of the window. 

Mrs. Black’s husband, William, said that 
the gifl said that she was going to Euston 
the next day. The next morning he was 
roused by his wife. He looked into the 
street and saw the girl impaled on the rail- 
ings. He meáin went up:taiig to one 
of the rooms and asked a man there to stav 
in his room and keep the decor closed. There 
had been no violent altercation with the man 
at the front door. Both he and his brother. 
in-law were in the hall, but neither used the 
words alleged hy the man. 

Terence Enfield, the brother-in-law, denied 
thet he made use of the language alleged. 

The Coroner, adjourning the inquest until 
September 17th, said: "I don’t feel at ell 
comfortable about this case, anc shall adjourn 
it for further ingviries. 

“1 shall direct that the police make further 
inquiries as to what happened at this hotel 
an thet niaht.”’

HOSPITAL FLOODED. 


The basement of Monkstown Hospital 
became flooded on Thursday night to a depth 
of ten feet, and the members of the servants’ 
staff who were sleeping there had to be 
aroused and transferred to another floor. The 
water damaged the bedding and furniture. 

Dean's Grange Cemetery suffered consider- 
ably from flooding. In one of the vaults a 
coffin was observed floating, and in another 
part of the graveyard the water had reached 
such a depth that the workmen were unable 
to get to the tool-house for some hours. 

The cottages on the side of the road near 
the cemetery were very badly flooded. 
In some of these dwellings water was four 
feet deep in the kitchens, and the occupants 
remained up all night bailing out their 
houses. A few of them, old women and chil- 
dren, were taken to Loughlinstown Hospital 
yesterday morning in a rather exhausted con- 
dition. 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC 
INTERRUPTED. 


A fall of debris on the Bray Greystones 
line interrupted the traffic of the late trains 
on Thursday night. The goods train from 
Greystones to Bray was held up for some 
hours, while a late train from Dublin to Grey- 
stones did not proceed beyond Bray. There 
the passengers were informe. of the obstruc. 
tion on the line. They detrained ‘and joined 
a number of ‘buses which were in waiting 
to convey them to Greystones. 

The debris was removed by a relief gang 
before midnight.

BIG STEAMER’S PERIL IN

We hailed the Berkdale from a safe 
distance, but three officers on board did not 
seem to understand what we were shonting. 
They shouted back, but neither could we 
understand then.

The consumption of creamery butter in 
Saorstat Eireann has been computed to be 
about 27,000 cwt. per month, so that the 
quantity shown as held on August 3lst, 
which does not include the day-to-day stocks 
in the hands of the ordinary shop-keepers 
throughout the country, represents about two 
months’ supply. In this connection it should 
be remembered that the total production of 
creamery butter duiing the seven months 
from September Ist to March 31st in an 
average season is about 240,000 cwt., of 
which over 150,000 cwt. 1s manufactured 
during September and October. Even if the 
decline which has been. observed this vear. 
us compared with last vear, should continue 
at the same rate until the close of the 
season, production between now and the 
end of March, apart from the considerable 
supply in store, is likely to be somewhat 
'n excess of home requirements during that 
period. 


MARKETING QUESTION.

SURPLUS FOR EXPORT. 
By Over POLITICAL Correspondent. 


The above statement is the first result 
of the Dairy Produce Act, 1931, which was 
put through both Houses of the Oireachtas 
in June-July last. Members of all parties 
recognised the importance of the bill and the 
value which these returns will be to all 
interested in the manufacture and marketing 
of butter. For this reason there was little 
criticism in either House. 

The intention of the Department, as stated 
by the Minister for Agriculture in the Dail, 
Is to publish the returns fortnightly. The 
fortnightly figures showing the amount of 
butter held in cold storage will enabte 
exporters to estimate very closely the 
quantities required for home consumption, 
and the quantities that it will be possible 
to put on the export market. 

‘This again will affect the question of 
marketing, and will inevitably bring home to 
all the need of a marketing organisation, such 
as is outlined by the Butter Marketing 
Tribunal. That there will be a substantia! 


| amount avaiable for export is obvious, and ; 


all interests will be concerned in seeing that 
this is disposed of to the best advantage. 


CIVIL SERVANTS’ 
SALARIES. 


PETITION TO REMIT 
LAS: “CUT” |

Further efforts are now being made by the 
Cost of Living Bonus Joint Committee on 
behalf of the civil servants to have their case 
for the restoration of the pre-September 
wages and the establishment of a commission 


of inquiry into the cost of living index figure | 


heard by the Government. A copy of the 
resolufons to this effect passed at a special 
meeting of the civil servants is being circul- 
ated in the various departments, and civil 
servants of all grades are being asked: to 
attach their signatures as assenting to its 
Lerms. 

I understand that practically all the mem- 
berg are signing, including officers of very 
high rank, ie consider that the “cut ” in 
the cost of living bonus falls with unduo 
severity on the lower grades, who have 
aiready been reduced to a bare subsistence 
level. and that the present ferment is detti- 
mentally aifecting the efficiency of the 
service. 

The committee imtends forwarding the 
signatures in the form of a petition to Presi- 
dent Cosgrave, with a view to seeing what 
can be done in the matter. 

The cut, which became operative on Sep- 
tember Ist, has the effect of reducing to 
{2 16s. the wages of a civil servant who was 
in receipt of £4 12s. in 1921 and £3 11s. 94. 
in 1922. This represents a reduction of 22 
per cent. since the establishment of the Free 
State. The civil servants claim that this re- 
cuction is altogether out of proportion to any 
reduction which may have taken place in the 
actual cost of living, and more severe than 
any reductions which have been suffered by 
atv other section of the community. 

I understand that the Trade Union Con- 
gress is watching developments in the situa- 
tion with interest, particularly having regard 
te the refusal of the Minister for Finance to 
receive the represeniatives of the Cost of 
Living Bonus Joint Committee. This they 
regard as creating a dangerous precedent in 
“espect of the right of public employés to be 
represented by their official nnions in negotia- 
tions concerning their conditions of emplov- 
ment, and it is possible that the T.U.C. will 
make representation to the authorities on 
this aspect of the matter.

halfpence in circulation are valued at 

about five times and pennies at about seven 
times that amount. 

These, among other interesting facts. are 
revealed in the report of the Currency Com- 
mission for the year ended 3lst March, 1951, 
which has just been issued. 

The volume of the legal tender note sue 
fluctuated during the year between a min- 
mum of £6,632,757 and a maximum of 
£8,019,408. The amount of legal tender 
notes redeemed at the London agency was 
£182,598. Certain facilities were offered with 
a view to assisting the withdrawal from cir- 
culation in the Imsh Free State of Bank of 
Kugland and British currency notes, with 
the result that notes valued at £361,900 were 
presented under this arrangement. 

The process of withdrawing from circulo 
tion bank notes outstanding on the eve cf 
6th May, 1929, the date of the commencement 
of issie of Consolidated Bank notes, con- 
tin ed during the year. Since the end ot 
Juiy, 1930, the Bank of Ireland is the only 
bank which has outstanding old bank notes 
appertaining to the Irish Free State, which 
are not deemed to be Consolidated Bank 
notes.

SERIOUS CHARGES AT
